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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Another school year has come to an end and the 
members of the School Board are pleased to submit 
herewith their annual report. 


The schools of the Town all continue to remain 
in excellent condition due largely to the splendid super- 
vision and care received from Superintendent Henry S. 
Roberts. 


A system of Manual Training, on a small scale, 
has been introduced into the Suncook School for pupils 
in the seventh and eighth grades, and if it works out 
successfully, as we expect it will, we hope to complete 
some arrangement whereby pupils from the rural 
schools may be able to take advantage of the training. 


The school buildings have all been looked after, 
are insured and in good condition. 


Pembroke Hill school house has received the most 
extensive repairs. A new lot about one hundred and 
sixty feet square known as the Meeting House lot, was 
purchased and the building moved on to it and put in 
good condition. The yard is large and provides a fine 
playground for the children. 


The old brick school building in Suncook Village 
has been slightly repaired and put in condition to be 
used by the schools of the town for gymnastic and 
health exercises. At present it is being used by the 
Athletic Association of Pembroke Academy under the 
direction of Sub-Master Clarke. The building should 
be painted soon and some other repairs may be neces- 
sary as it should be kept in good condition for any 
emergency.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


I herewith submit my thirteenth annual report 
of the schools of Pembroke. 

There were maintained during the year nine 
schools for a school-year of 36 weeks with no change 
in the teaching force. 

The total school enrollment was 211, (105 boys and 
106 girls), with a daily average attendance of 94.43% 
making a gain of 1.48% from last year. 

The schools were in session on an average 348.22 
half-days. 

This improvement leads us to hope that an aver- 
age daily attendance of 98% and yearly average ses- 
sions of 350 half-days may reasonably be attained. 

The schools are making a wholesome growth; are 
well supplied with text-books and scholars’ supplies; 
and are taught by industrious and faithful teachers. 

The various standardized tests given throughout 
the year show that our schools are up to the standard 
attainment of similar schools over the country. 

The school board is keeping the buildings in good 
repair and in a sanitary condition, thereby helping to 
keep the schools free from epidemic diseases. 


HEALTH INSPECTION 


Health inspection has been conducted as in former 
years, defects noted and cards sent to the parents, 
who, in a few cases have had the defects corrected, 
helping the child both in health and in class standing. 

A number of parents take no heed of these cards 
and their children return with adenoids, decayed teeth, 
enlarged tonsils and without properly fitted glasses. 

For details see the school physician’s report which 
is appended. 
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TEACHERS’ MEETINGS 


Several teachers’ meetings were held during the 
year and were well attended by the teachers. 

The speakers at these meetings were Commission- 
er E. W. Butterfield, Superintendent L. J. Rundlett of 
Concord, Superintendent F. E. Pitkin of Epping, Miss 
Phila Griffin, State Agent for Rural Schools of New 
Hampshire and Miss Bernice Batchelder of Massachu- 
setts. 

The teachers have been deeply interested in these 
meetings and have frequently expressed themselves as 
being benefitted by them. 

The school board and citizens are cordially invited 
to attend these meetings. 

MANUAL TRAINING 


Manual training, which has gone forward so 
rapidly during the last decade in schools, offers op- 
portunities for the development of the power of ap- 
plication and the formation of habits of precision and 
accuracy which have won for it a place in the program 
of studies. 

The industries and the professions have received 
more willing and worthy workers because of the train- 
ing received in the manual training rooms. 


THE FUNCTION OF THE SCHOOL 


At the present time when every conceivable sub- 
ject seems to be knocking at the door of the school 
asking or demanding admittance, it is important to 
have a true knowledge of the function of the school 
and a clear conception of the work which it should do. 

Most of these demands are for objects which are 
desirable and beneficial but are not legitimate demands 
upon the school. The school is but one of the five 
great social organizations whose duty is to help the 
people, each in its own particular way, and the best 
results. are obtained when each performs its own dis- 
tinctive duty. 
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Delinquent parents expect of the school work 
which is the legitimate duty for the home. 

The church, whose duty is the spread of right- 
eousness in the world, makes exacting demands of the 
school. 

Business demands a degree of skill and proficiency 
which is not the function of the school to confer or 
develop. 

The state demands of the school that it shall send 
forth law-abiding, public spirited citizens. 

Unquestionably the school has an obligation here, 
but it is too much to demand such results of the school 
in the face of law breaking practices in the home, dis- 
honest business methods in the markets and graft and 
misrule in state and nation. 

These five institutions must mutually re-enforce 
one another. 

The work of the school does and will count in all 
the others, but it will count more fully when it is free 
to do its own work in the most effective way and is not 
burdened with demands which are not its province 
to render. 

The one distinctive function of the school is 
development of the entire child, physically, mentally 
and morally, to train so that the child may develop the 
power of clear thinking, which will give mastery over 
his conduct and ability of adjustment in the varying 
changes of life. 

Whatever tends to enlarge development of the 
child—art, music, health exercises, manual training, 
etc., has place and should be considered as important 
school work. | 

Parents and citizens are cordially invited to visit 
the schools frequently. 

In conclusion I express my appreciation for your 
cooperation and assistance.
